Value of Hides and Skins Imported 
T h is Year. 
Washington, Dec. IO.—Importations 
of hides and skins in the year which 
ends with the present month will ag 
gregate nearly $100,000,000 and rank 
second with the present list of articles 
or groups of articles imported. 
The 
value of hides and skins imported in 
the ten months ending with October, 
1909, is, in round terms, $82,000,000, 
and should this average be maintained 
in the November and December fig­ 
ures the total value of this class of 
merchandise imported would aggre­ 
gate practically $100,000,000, while the 
single item of importation likely to 
show a greater value—sugar—shows 
$84,000,000 worth imported from for­ 
eign countries in the ten months end­ 
ing with October, to say nothing of 
the $56,000,000 worth coming from 
Hawaii and Porto Rico during the 
sam e period, but not classed under im­ 
ports, since Hawaii and Porto Rico are 
now customs districts of the United 
States. 
This total of practically $100,000,000 
worth of imports of hides and skins 
which the figures of the calendar yeai 
1909 will show, will exceed by many 
millions those of any earlier year. 
One especially interesting feature oi 
this development in the importations 
of hides and skins is found in the fad 
th at nearly one-third of the value o1 
this large total consists of goat skins

BARRED FROM NATIVE STATE 


Minnesota Boy N ot Allowed to Return 
From Canada. 
Winnipeg, Man., Dec. 9.—President 
Taft may be appealed to by the Ameri­ 
can Association of Canada to investi­ 
gate the case 
of fourteen-year-old 
Harry Steen of Lancaster, Minn., who, 
after being brought here for an opera­ 
tion, was refused readmission to th< 
United States by the United States im­ 
migration officials here. The boy’s 
parents are said to be native born 
Americans. 
His brother brought him 
here some time ago and left him at St. 
Boniface hospital, where the operation 
was later performed. 
When the lad recovered his health, 
one of the sisters of the hospital ac­ 
companied him to the immigration of­ 
fice, but as she could not swear from 
personal knowledge that he was of 
American birth, the boy was barred 
from re-entering his own country. 
An appeal was made to Consul Gen­ 
eral Jones, who is stationed in W inni­ 
peg, but he said his department had 
no power to act. 
This, added to vari­ 
ous other alleged indignities suffered 
by Americans who wanted to get back 
to the United States, has caused the 
American association, which was or­ 
ganized to protect the rights of Ameri­ 
cans in Canada, to begin an investi­ 
gation.

United States Census Director Durand 
Asks Co-operation of Fanners 
in Gathering Data 
The census of 1910 will be the most 
elaborate in detail and the most far 
reaching and searching in the his­ 
tory of the United States and in or­ 
der th at the data may be accurate 
and easily gathered Census Direc- 
rot Durand has requested the farmers 
to assist by keeping records of their 
j work. 
These records w’ill also lie of 
'inestimable value to 
Hie 
farmers 
themselves in knowing just what 
they are doing. 
The circular issued 
by Mr. Durand says: 
“ Each person in charge of tile farm 
will lie asked to state the acreage and 
value of ii is farm; that is, the acreage 
and value of the land kept and cul­ 
tivated by him; also Hie area in his 
farm covered with wood land, and 
finally that which is u n tille d for 
specified farm purposes. 
“Each farmer will he asked to give 
♦ lie acreage, quantity produced and 
value of each crop, including grains, 
hay, vegetables, fruits, cotton, tobac­ 
co, etc., raised on the farm in the 
season of 1909. 
“ Each farmer will be asked to re­ 
port the number and value of all do­ 
mestic animals, poultry and swarms of 
bees on the farm April 15, 1910; also 
the number and value of young ani­ 
mals, such as calves, colts, lambs, 
pigs, and of young fowls, such as 
chickens, turkeys, ducks, etc., raised 
on the farm in 1909. 
He will be 
further asked to state the number and 
kind of animals sold during 1909 and 
the receipts from such 
sales, 
the 
number purchased and the amount 
paid therefor, and also the number 
slaughtered for food and the value 
of such animals. 
“The law requires a report of the 
number of cows kept for dairy pur­ 
poses in 1909 and the total estimated 
amount of milk produced on the farm, 
also the amount of butter and cheese 
sold and the amount received from 
such sale. 
“ In addition to the inquiry regard­ 
ing animals, etc., on the farm April 
15, 1910, as explained previously, the 
census w’ill seek to ascertain the quan­ 
tity and value of all eggs, honey and 
wax produced on the farm in 1909.
